Mercer & Co. vs. Cross. Lllegality, from Ter- 
rell. Landlord and Tenant. Promissory 
Notes. Liens. Crops. Assignment. Sub- 
rogation. (Before Judge John T. Clarke.) 
Bleckley, C. J.—Where a tenant made a 
note payable to his landiord or bearer for su 
plies to be furnished to make the crop on the 
rented land, and in the same instrument gave 
to the landlord a lien on such with au- 
thority to transfer the same, and the landlord, 
in order to obtain the furnishing of the sup- 


| plies, transferred the note and lien to a firm, 


guaranteeing payment and stipulating that 
the debt shevit have “iogbed any claim 
for rent, and thereupon the assignees fur~ 
nished the supplies to the tenant, they were 
entitled to foreclose the lien therefor as the 
landlord could have done had he furnished the 
supplies and ‘made no such assignment. 75

NEW YORK STOCKS.

NEW YORK, February 21.—The stock market 
was a little more active today, and decidedly 
stonger, but all interest in speculation was monopo- 
lized by half a dozen stocks, the general list being 
extremely duli and featureless throughout. Interest 
again centered in Richmond and West Point stocks, 
and Mr, Sulley’s friends stated that he would not re- 
sign the presidency, and the members ot the direc- 
tory who are favorable to him have been the largest 
buyers of the stock, and the largest buying orders 
today were’executed by brokers who usually do Mr. 
Sulley’s buying. A sharp contract for control is ex- 
pected in some quarters. Preferred stock was the 
special feature of the day, and its advance was very 
marked. Sharp advances were made by St. Paul 
and Jersey Central, which sprang into activity in the 
last hour. The first prices were generally 44 and 14 
per cent lower than yesterday's closing figures, and 
in the first hour a future decline of from 14 to % per 
cent were sustained, but Richmond and West Point 
stock took the lead, and the drift of prices were 
changed, while the market sank into its usual dull- 
ness. The market steadily advanced, and toward 
the close the upward tendency became more 
marked, being strongest at the close, which was 
very dull, but firm, at about the best prices of the 
day. Almost everything is fractionally higher to- 
night, except for Richmond and West Point pre- 


ferred, which gained 3%4c, and Common 1% The

THE CHICAGO MARKET, 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Produce. 
Special to The Constitution. 

CHICAGO, February 21—There was'a continua- 
tion of the slow and uninteresting deals in the grain 
pitson ’change today. All the markets were large- 
ly controlled by a prominent operator. Wheat 
opened this morning where it closed last night, and 
cloced about where it opened. The range for the 
session was inside 3c, andthe pit was dull at the 
best and at times lifeless. The operator mentioned 
was a buyer at 80%c for May, and the price conse- 
quently kept slightly above that price most of the 
time, 

Corn was manipulated largely by the same opera- 
tor. Thistrader walked into the pit occasionally 
and told the crowd to put down all the corn they 
wanted to sell at 51%c, His agents were sellers 
when it touched 51}3c. Any natural action of the 
market was impossible under the circumstances. 

Oats were nottraded into any great extent, and 
the fluctuations were within a small range, prices 
exhibiting no material change. 

For a time the chief interest was in the provision 
crowd, where a bear raid wasin progress, Mess 
pork opened at $14.25, and was pounded down to 
$14.00. There was a general selling of pork by com- 
mission houses and speculators and an indisposition 
of buyers to take hold except after a decline of 25c. 
It is beliededin certain quarters that the largest 
holders have unloaded and retired from the mar- 
ket, letting it take care of itself. .On the other 
hand, it was noticed that parties who have bought 
liberally in all the recent breaks were in the market 
at $14.00,and purchased nearly 10,000 barrels at 
$11.00 for May. May closed at a decline of 10c from 
yesterday’s last sales. Lardopened at 5a7%<c, but 
closed 2'4c above inside figures. Trading was con- 
siderably lighter. Short ribs broke 10c under free 
offerings by a big scalper.

THE THOMASVILLE COLLEGE, 


The Governor Draws His Warrant for the 
Special Appropriation of 82,500. 


Yesterday Governor Gordon drew his war- 
rant upon the state treasury for the special ap- 
propriation of $3,500 for the branch college 
building. at Thomasville, to enable the trustees 
thereof to complete or finish the builaing. *In 
accordancé with the law, it was paid to Hon. 
Lamar Cobb, treasurer of the University of 
Georgia, for the trustees of the Thomasville 
college. 

The special act of the last session of the gén- 
eral assembly under which this ‘appropriation 
is made does not anthorize the governor to 


until furnished with an itemized estimate from 
the board of trustees of the Thomasville col- 
lege, showing that the amount appropriated is 
sufficient to complete and furnish the building 
and to enclose the grounds, the workto be 
done in workmanlike style and in asubstantial 
and durable manner. 

This itemized estimate was submitted in 
proper form to the governor yesterday, before 
the warrant was drawn. It was signed by the 
trustees of the Thomasville college and by the 
contractors, Early & Chase, and showed that 
the amount appropriated was sufficient for the 
purposes indicated in the special act.

LARD ADULTERATION. 


THIS IS WHAT WE EAT. 


Arguments of W. W. Kimball, of Boston, 
Before a Senate Committee on the 
: Dawes Bill, 


Mr. Owen W. Thomas, representing the 
pork firms of O. W. Thomas & Uo,. T. P. White & 
Co., F. Lieb & Sons, Birch, Norris & Co., Jarvis «& 
Co., and Hughes, Tiggart & Co., manufacturers of 
pure lard in Louisville, and J. P. Squire & Co., of 
Boston, represented by W. W. Kimball, appeared on 
January 25 before the United States senate commit- 
tee, to which was referred the Dawes bill for pre- 
vention of fraud in. the sale of lard. The following 
are extracts from the address of Mr. Kimball in 
favor of the bill: , 

It is a well known fact to packers of ng A pty 
and makes of strictly pure hog’s lard in this coun- 
try, that during the last five or possibly eight years, 
it has been impossible to place their lard product, in 
its perfection and purity, upon any of our marke's 
and dispose of it at prices which shoulkd equal its 
cost of production, and much less could they obtain 
a protitthereon. Farthe purpose of this hearing 
we will define what is called and known as pure 
hog’s lard. Pure hog’s lard is that article known xs 
the pure, unedulterated fat of swine, slaughtered 
while ina healthy condition. It is alwo a weil 
known fact to all producers of strictly pure lard, 
that, in addition to the burdens which the pro- 
ducers of this, one of the most essentia ingredients 
of our food, are compelled to bear by reason of their 
not being able to obtain a fair price tor their pro- 
ductin the markets of this country, there is, under 
existing circumstances, a heavy burden inflicted 
upon consumers of hog products and a gigantic 
fraud practiced upon tie people of every state in 
this union in this line of merchandise by the un- 
scrupulous, mislecding, deceptive and frauduleut 
use of marks aud Brands: Having enumerated 
some of the burdens which bear heavily upon. all 
producers, dealers in ‘and would-be consumers of 
pure hog’s lard, and indicated some of the evils 
connected.with the traffic in hog products, we will 
briefly state the causesof the unfair and burden- 
some conditions herein referred to. During the 
period we have before indicated, there has been 
manufactured at several places in these United 
States,in ever increasing volume, various com- 
pounds, generally of cheap, inferior grades, and 
some of them composed of ingredients deleterious 
to the public health, but all of which are placed 
upon our markets and sold broadcast in every state 
of the union, except Massachusetts, under the false, 
grossly deceptive and misleading marks and brands 
of ‘Pure’ Lard, “Choice’’ Lard, ‘Family’ Lard, 
“Refined”’ Lard, ete., thereby using the only words 
in the English language which can truly indicate 
and describe the article known as pure hog’s lard, 
These compounds are made largely from inferior 
grades of beefand mutton tallow, and in some cass 
of greases obtained from swine which have died 
natural deaths, or were killed by accident, and from 
the lower grades of cotton seed oil, Greases and 
inferior oils used in these processes are chemically 
bleached aod deodorized in such manner as, when 
mixed, toproduce a dangerous counterfeit of pure 
hog’s lard, which the uninformed consumer is in- 
duced to buy through asmall reduction in price. 
Thus the unscrupulous makers of these 
various compounds have oniy to ofler 
their goods at a small reduction 
in pri.*, say one-eighth to one-quarter of a cent per 
pound less thau the price of strictly pure bog’s lard, 
what ever that price may happen to be, in order to 
effectually steal the trade from honest producers, 
and by unfair, illegitimate competition to practi- 
cally drive strictly pure hoe’s lard from the markt. 
This is no pees yet bi.t is actually what has oc- 
curred and which will be proven by evidence }ro- 
duced before yout honorable committee. During 
the last three years the tact is indisputable, that by 
reason of the abominable practices of the so-called 


pure hoxz’s lard unsold in the hands of honest and 
regular packers, who have been unwilling to engage 
in like disreputable procedure, have at times been 
simply enormous, and from the burdensof which 
they could find no relief, except by exporting it to 
foreign lands. These compounds are made of sub- 
stances which can be procured atcertain centerss) 
cheaply that the product known as adulterated lard 
made by the mixing of cheap grades of beef and 


ot water with a small percentage of hog’s lard can 


of 2to 4 cents per pound lessthan it cosis to pro 
duce an article of strictly pure hog’s lard, thereby 
giving the manufacturer of adulterated lard a clear 
profit of from $8 to 312 for.each tierce of the com- 
pound. Millionso! d liars have been pocketed by 
the unrestiicted manufacture of these abominable 
colapounds, which are a commercial fraud by rea- 
son of their deceptive and misleading marks and 
brands, while the loss which this trattic forces tle 
producers of strictly pure lard to bear is enormous 
and robs them of equal rights. 

The excessive adulteration of lard by the so-called 
refiners in this country has been carried to such an 
extent, and has reduced the manufactured product 
to so low a grade that unless something is done on 
this side to raise the standard there will be legisla- 
tion passed excluding American refined lard from 
foreign markets,and even closing all ioreign poris to 
our entire lard production. 

On January 6, the Livyerpoc! Pro*uce Exchange 
heli a meeting and passed the foilowing resolution: 
“We, the undersigned, members of the Liverpool 
Produce Exchange, as merchants and brokers inter- 
ested in the importation of American hog products, 
desire to protest against an adulterated Gompc wad 
being sent to us under the name of lard. We siiall 
welcome any measure passed in Congress that is 
likely to secure shipments toour market of a pure, 
unadultetated article which we can with coufidence 
sell to our customers aslard. The known adultera- 
tion is seriously affecting our trade, as it surrounds 
it with suspicion and lack of confidence.”’ 

On the same daythe Liverpool Provision Trade 
Associa ion passed a similar resolution as follows: 

“‘We desire to record our protest against the meth- 
ods of adulterating lard, said to be emptoy<d in 
America, to the great detriment of the trade Lere. 
We shall cordially welco:;ne any measure which 
may render adulteration impossible, or at all events 
compel those who adulterate lard to sell it as an 
adulterated article, andtnus place this branch of 
trade upon its honorable and legitimate footing.’’ 
Mr. Chairman, the cause of these exnpl: ats is un- 
derstood to be chiefly dne.to heavy consignments of 
cotton seed oil refined lard from the West. which 
have nearly ruined the tradein real lard with that 
port, and also with Antwerp, Belgium, which latter 
place once led all other continents] markets in im- 
ports of American lard. A further proof of this un. 
friendly feeling and the bad e/Tects of lard aduitera- 
tion, is shown in the marked cecline of our foreigy 
exports of lard this year as compared with lasi, 
which thus far have fallen olf thirty millions of 
pounds, equal to the product of a million hogs, in- 
flicting through’ this a direct injury to cvery corn- 
growivg state in the union, in the reduced value of 
its hogs by from fifty to seventy-five cents per bead. 
It cannot be deemed wise to allow the far-reaching 
and gigantic fraud which is practiced in the lard 
adulteration traffic of this country to close the doors 
of foreign ports to any of our honest products. We 
therefore most respectfully ask the congress of these 
United States to cnact a law at this session which 
shall provide for the compulsory branding of atl 
compounds of whatever name and nature which are 
manufactured in this country, intended for sale or 
use as substitutes for pure hog’s lard, plainly and 
unmistakably just what they are, or, in other words, 
that they may be branded adulierated lard, and 
sold only on their merits; also, previding for a 
severe penalty in case of the adoption and use by 
any parties who make or sell adulterated lard of 
fraudulent, deceptive or misleading brands. We ask 
not to prohibit or prescribe beyond the Limits of 
justice and equal rights, but simply that the manu- 
facturers of adulterated lard shall not be permitted, 
except under severe penalty, to appropriate the 
murks and brands used by the producers of strictly 
pure and honest goods. As to the question of tax 
upon these compounds, we desire frankly to state 
that if congress can enact a law providing for the 
compulsory branding of them just what. they are 
without a tax we shall beecontent. If the eonstitn- 
tion requires a tax in conuection with such 4 provi- 
sion, we respectfully suggest that it be a minimum 
tax, coupled with a sure penalty in case of a diso- 
bedience of the law. All produeersof pure lard will 
cheerfally enter our home and foreign markets with 
their product provided our national legislature wi)! 
make it impossible for the makers of imitations and 
substitutes for pure lard to place their goods upon 
the markets and sell them except under truthful 
and hone:t brands, indicating just what they are, 
and strictly under their own intrinsic merits. 

The committee having this bill under considera- 
tion again inet on February Sth to hear evidence, 
Mr. Hill, of Boston, an employe of Squire & Co., 
produced samples of various compounds in tin pails, 
which he purchased in open market, and caused to 
be chemically examined by Professor Sharpless, of 
Boston, who testified as to the contents of these 
com pounds, 

According to his testimony a sample bearing 


the stamp of Armour & Co.’s “Pure Refined 
Family Lard’’ was found to contain about 60 
per cent hog’s lard with 20 per cent of cotton- 
seed oi] and 20 per cont of beef fat. A sample 
of Fairbanks & Co.’s Chicago “Prime Refined 
Family Lard’’ was made of the same ingre- 
dients, but contained a greater proportion of 
beef fat and cotton-seed oil. A sample bearing
